It's still all 
gthe same thing to the company* 

The real reason, which you ignore, for 
the Japanese Industrial success is that 
they were* bombed back to the s tone age 
during World T. r ar II* All of their heavy 
industrial plants are newer, more energy 
efficient (and that's probably the biggest 
factor these days) and more technological- 
ly advanced than the relics that our 
worsen toil in, it 1 s the same thing with 
the' Germans for the same reason* 
. They got the chance to start from 
scratch with new and modern equipment and 
systems, while our tax-laws make it more 
desirable for a company to continue until
